They con­ 
ced ed that the election will be v ery 
close bu t they believ e that the major­ 
ity will be on their sid e. 
At three-thirty o’clock this after­ 
noon the v ote in the v ariou s p re­ 
cincts was:

p any , 210 v otes, 31 ou t; 
three, at

fou r, at Will Newbold ’s office, 
240 v otes, 30 ou t; fiv e, near C. H. & 
D., 400 v otes, IOO ou t; six , at A. B. 
Irv in’s garage, 210 v otes, 5 0 ou t. 
The election p assed off v ery q u ietly 
with no d istu rbances that came to 
the ears of the p olice. 
It had been 
anticip ated by the “d ry s” that the 
d ay wou ld be giv en ov er to rowd y ism 
and that 
booze wou ld flow freely . 
The “wets” were v ery carefu l on that 
score and if any booze was 
giv en 
away , they kep t the sights of ev il ef­ 
fects from the 
range of 
v ision of 
p ed estrians. 
The p olice 
rep ort that 
d rinking 
was v ery common tod ay , bu t not any 
more common than it has been on 
other election d ay s. 
They say that 
mu ch liq u or was d ru nk bu t that they 
failed to find any men who were bad ­ 
ly intox icated . 
Few 
d ru nken 
were seen on the street and as a gen­ 
eral thing the d ay was nothing ou t of 
the ord inary . 
The “wets” seemed 
to hav e the 
best organization. They had sev eral 
men at the p olls in each p recinct and 
watched the v oting v ery 
carefu lly .' 
Challenges were v ery common, es­ 
p ecially by the “d ry ” p oll book hold ­ 
ers. The “wets” were v igilant, 'how­ 
ev er, and in one or two eases d id not 
allow their ap p onents to v ote a man. 
The “d ry s” were bu sier challenging

v otes, as the liq u or forces were d e­ 
termined to win at any cost. 
They 
had men in ev ery p recinct who had no 
right to v ote and in many cases they 
lost in the effort. 
Many “d ry s” were in the fight to 
win, bu t 'they d id not hav e the nu m­ 
bers as 
comp ared to the 
saloon 
forces. They had a few au tomobiles 
and v ehicles bringing in the strag­ 
glers. The “wets” were activ e from 
morning u ntil night, scrap ing ev ery 
p recinct for the last v oter. 
It was 
imp ossible 'to 
d etermine 
what the resu lt will be when the v ote 
of two y ears ago is consid ered . 
At 
the first op tion election the cou nty 
was the u nit and then Ru shv ille was 
inclu d ed hi Ru shv ille township . Then 
the p recinct lines 
were 
d ifferent, 
which makes it imp ossible to make 
a comp arison. 
In that election the 
“d ry s” carried Ru shv ille township by 
a majority of 370. The “wets” hav e 
argu ed for many d ay s that 'the city 
iContinu ed on Page Fire.)

A sharp fight was p recip itated in 
the Senate last night on the Yarling 
bill, to p rorid e that the ju d ge of Su ­ 
p erior Cou rt, Room I, Marion cou nty , 
shall hold cou rt in Shelby v ille fou r 
terms each y ear, say s the Ind iana­ 
p olis Star. 
The measu re has been 
p assed by the Senate, amend ed in the 
Lower Hou se by su bstitu ting “Room 
5 ’ for “Room I,” and the amend ­ 
ments were concu rred in last night 
by a rim v oce 
v ote in the 
Up p er 
Hou se. 
The bill is aimed 'to lighten 
the ju d icial bu rd ens of Shelby cou n­ 
ty and Marion cou nty senators mad e 
eloq u ent p leas for the d eath of the 
bill on the grou nd that the local cou rt 
d ockets alread y are crowd ed . Sena­ 
tors 
Clark, 
Su lliv an 
and 
Harlan 
sp oke against the bill. 
The 
amend ment 
in 
the 
Hou se 
switched Ju d ge Bartholomew to the 
d iv id ed ^eou rt, itp tead of Ju d ge Or­ 
ason. Both jiu lNfs, 
was asserted , 
last night, hav e been op p osed to tile 
p rop osal. 
Charges were mad e by 
Senator 
Harlan and Su lliv an that the bill, if 
p assed , will legislate Ju d ge Bartholo­ 
mew ou t of office, becau se no clau se 
in the bill rep eals the act 
creating 
Room 5 of the Marion cou rt. They 
asserted that Ju d ge Bartholomew had 
Said 'that he wou ld be su bject to re­ 
ap p ointment by the Gov ernor as soon 
as the p rop osed law goes into effect. 
Senator Yarling said the bu siness of 
Shelby cou nty is far 
behind 
its 
sched u le. 
Senator Wood 
said that 
Marion cou nty shou ld be fair, and 
that ‘this chance to aid a sister cou n­ 
ty shou ld he taken. Tile v ote on the 
bill will be reconsid ered , on a motion 
mad e ju st before 
ad jou rnment by 
Senator Harlan, who said he v oted 
for the measu re inad v ertently . 
Lieu tenant Gov ernor Hall was ac­ 
cu sed of “gag” ru le by members of 
both sid es of the Senate at the con­ 
clu sion of the d ebate. Senator Proc­ 
tor mov ed to ad jou rn d u ring the mid ­ 
d le of the 
argu ment and 
Senator 
Farrell second ed his motion. He was 
ignored by the chair. Sev eral solons 
were 'then 
recognized in su ccession 
by Lieu tenant Gov ernor Hall. All of 
them 
sp oke against 
bis arbitrary 
method of ignoring a motion to ad ­ 
jou rn.

The climate of Indiana and Ohio 
is fav orable to the growth of alfalfa. 
It is best adapted to 
a long, 
hot 
growing season, with a 
temperate 
win'ter. 
A rainfall of twenty inches 
or more is sufficient to produce a 
good crop. 
Alfalfa grows under greatly v aried 
soil 
conditions. 
Ex periments 
con­ 
ducted in many states indicate that 
there are few farms that do not hav e 
some soil on which alfalfa can he 
grown successfully . 
The soil must 
lav e four requisites. 
It should be 
leep, well drained, fertile and free 
of acid. 
Ex periment show that it is not 
practical to attempt to grow alfalfa 
withou’t the aid of the bacteria whi<$i 
grows in the 
nodules 011 
the roots 
and enables the plant to obtain nitro­ 
gen from the air, but innoeulation is 
dmple process, and is not alway s 
necessary . 
The application 
of pre­ 
pared culture for '¿ his purpose has 
not been generally successful, and is 
not recommended. 
A more common 
method 
is 
to 
spread soil from a field that has 
grawn alfalfa ov er the new field, 
third method that has prov ed highly 
successful consists of sowing a few 
pounds of alfalfa seed with clov er or 
other plants, thus preparing the soi 
for a crop of alfalfa the nex t season. 
Failure to obtain a pay ing crop of 
alfalfa is attributed by Professor Liv ­ 
ingston to a mstaken idea that be­ 
cause alfalfa adds nitrogen to the 
soil it can be successfully grown on 
poor land. 
He say s: 
“ Many seed the poorest field on 
the farm to alfalfa, hoping to rapidly 
increase the fertility . 
With few ex ­ 
ceptions, these attempts hav e been 
failures. 
While the plant is y oung 
there must .be plenty of fertility in 
the soil to tide it ov er until it is able 
to draw’ nitrogen from the air. 
Some 
failures may be due to the lack of 
phosphoric 
acid 
and 
potassium, 
w’hich alfalka takes from the soil the 
same as other plants, but probably 
more often they are due to a phy si­ 
cal condition of the soil which is un­ 
fav orable to the growth of bacteria. 
It is important in 
this 
connection 
that the soil be rich in organic mat­ 
ter. 
Humus is important in the suc­ 
cessful starting of alfalfa as 
its 
presence in the soil seems to prev ent 
heav ing and winter killing.” 


In y our isstae of J an. 18 y ou gav e 
an open letter from me tb y our State 
Senator E. E. Moore. 
In the same 
issue y ou said “ Mr. Liv esey puts the 
blame of farm desertion on the pub­ 
lic school, but does not ex plain how 
and in what manner education is a 
detriment to agriculture.” 


A proper education does not deter 
from agriculture. When I say proper, 
I mean the kind that Herbert Spen­ 
cer laid down. 
He w’as one of the 
world’s greatest authorities on edu­ 
cation. 
The Hearst papers, which 
are the most v alid defenders of the 
>ublic schools, call him one of the 
w’orld’s three greatest authorities on 
education but 
they wrongly , try to 
associate him with the public school 
ariety of education. 


But Herbert Spencer, like my self, 
was a foe to 'the public schools in 
the latter part of his life, and called, 
just as I do, for their actual aboli- 
ion. 
He saw, as I see, that they 
ead to Socialism— that was his main 
objection to them, and in leading to 
Socialism, they also led away from 
he land. 


Ev ery Socialist abhors the land. 
The present 
“ back 
to 
the 
land” 
mov ement the 
Socialists 
laught at 
their Chicago Daily Socialist contin­ 
ually ridicules it. while, by the by , 
they are greatest deraanders of public 
schools and of good clothing, doc­ 
tors, nurses and all else that can be 
thrown in with them. 
They want the 
crowd, and they know that the child 
raised in the public 
school 
crowd 
from its crib will continue *to want it. 
Ev ery public school giv es it out in 
more or less direct form that the goal 
of the child is light 
mental 
work 
rather than drudgery . Right here in 
this county we just saw our county 
paper the other day giv ing a quota­ 
tion from the Rocky Mountain Edu­ 
cator in which it begged the boy s to 
stick to school that 'they might pre­ 
pare themselv es to escape work with 
their hands and hav e in its place 
easy head work, far more remunera­ 
tiv e. 
New’ England has furnished on a 
wholesale scale to the whole country 
the proof tha’t the public school edu­ 
cation runs the children away from 
the farms. 
Some y ears ago it be­ 
came recognized that the farm boy s 
of New’ England w-ere leav ing the 
farms in large numbers, and later 
“ abandoned 
farms” 
became 
the 
stigma of that section. Nothing did 
it but the public school education for 
which that section was famous and 
which it has led. 
Now this farm 
abandonment has ex tended ov er the 
country , as a result of the applica­ 
tion of New’ England public school 
methods. 
T hav e liv ed in New York on the 
borders of 
New 
England 
and 
in 
Pennsy lv ania and Mary land and ev ­ 
ery where I trace the public schools 
seducing the bov s away from the

farms and wanted to get back. 
On account of this 
drain 
from 
what Washington called “ the noblest 
occupation of a man,” and because 
of the wreck of health that public 
schools bring with their eraming pro­ 
cesses and compulsory v accination, 
I hav e called for 'their abolition. The 
Philadelphia Item, in a double column 
editorial, on Feb. 10th, laid before its 
215,000 subscribers an endorsement 
of my abolition idea, solely as a 
means of av erting the 
v accination 
w’hich so many now see as a menace 
to the health of the rising genera­ 
tion. 
I hav e two boy s tha't I am raising 
away from all kinds o f schools, and 
along the line set forth by Luther 
Burbank, of Santa Rosa, Cal., albeit 
no public school boy can be raised 
along his line, and he neglects his full 
duty by not say ing so.

So me un easin ess has been caused at 
the German co urt fro m time to time 
by rumo rs that Bismarck’s heirs in ­ 
ten ded to publish this v o lume in the 
n ear future. 
The an n o un cemen t n o w 
made is in ten ded to ban ish such fears 
an d make it clear that Bismarck’s 
Judgmen t o n William II. will n o t be 
giv en to the wo rld durin g the kaiser’s 
reign .

Th e vo te was 48 to 41. 
Suppressed 
gro ans greeted th e anno uncement o f 
th e vo te, and so me o f th e wo men left 
th e h all in tears. 
Th e Pro cto r regulative and restric­ 
tive liquo r measure, with th irty -six 
amendments, making it alto geth er dif­ 
ferent fro m 
th e 
bill 
wh ich 
went 
th ro ugh th e senate, passed th e lo wer 
branch by a vo te o f 56 to 40. Th e bill 
now will go back to th e senate. 
Sen­ 
ator Pro cto r, auth o r o f th e measure, 
has h is do ubts, h e say s, as to its co n- 
•titutio nality , and h e do es no t believe 
a majority o f th e senate will co ncur 
in th e h o use amendments. 
Th e co nstitutio n pro po sed by Go ver­ 
no r Marsh all at a party caucus two 
weeks ago , wh ich makes sweeping 
ch anges in th e present state o rganic 
law, was passed In th e senate by a 
vo te o f 29 to 21. 
W ith th e exceptio n o f Senato r Po w­

Th e general and specific appro pria­ 
tio ns bills, as amended by th e senate, 
were passed with o ut o ppo sitio n. 
Senato r Halleck's bill, wh ich wo uld 
enable bo ards o f co unty co mmissio n­ 
ers to establish tuberculo sis h o spitals
